Dear Mr. Newman: 

I have promised Mr. Gordon Hutton, of the Research and Development 
branch of the Canadian Bank Note Company in Ottawa, that I would 
write to explain something about the Louisbourg Project and our 
interest in reproducing the New Hampshire 10 Shilling Bank Note. 

The Fortress of Louisbourg National Historic Park is part of the 
Parks Canada system of natural and historic parks, and is a 
reconstruction of part of the 18th century colonial town of 
Louisbourg. In a fashion similar to Colonial Williamsburg, Parks 
Canada is recreating the physical and cultural aspects of the town, 
in the case of Louisbourg, as it was during the summer of 1744 prior to 
the New England siege. 


Part of the interpretation program of Louisbourg involves the 
development of a range of high quality reproductions of items dating 
to the first half of the 18th century and relevant to an appreciation 
of the material and social history of that time. It is felt that a 
visitor leaving Louisbourg with such an item takes away not only a 
souvenir of a pleasant visit, but a tangible reminder of our efforts 
at authenticity. 


The Fortress of Louisbourg Volunteer Association is a provincially 
certified, non-profit orgainization, interested in promoting an 
understanding and an appreciation of 18th century Louisbourg. In 
doing so, we have undertaken a number of projects at Louisbourg^such 
as the operating of the garrison bakery and an 18th century Cafe when 
others were not interested in risking financial setbacks. In both 
instances, while not showing any appreciable profits, we have 
furthered the interpretive aims of the Park and our own goals . 


Several moths ago we discovered that one of our members owned an 
original 10 Shilling New Hampshire Bank Note, which was re-issued 
as part of the preparations by New England to lay siege to Louisbourg 
in 1745. The owner gave us permission to reproduce the bill in order 
to provide visitors with a novel and inexpensive reproduction and to 
provide the Association with funds to cover the cost of insurance for 
our children's animation programme, and to provide bursaries to members 
of our drum corps . 
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Unfortunately, the New Hampshire Note was not in pristine condition 
and in order to reproduce it, with the accuracy required by the 
Park's Standards Committ.ee, it became necessary to search out 
another bill to obtain some of the detail lost on our example. As 
a result, you were approached by the Canadian Bank Note people. 

I do not know if our Association will be proceeding with the project, 
since the cost for a high quality reproduction is becomming greater 
than was originally anticipated. However, if we decide to continue, 

I would very much appreciate any assistance that you can provide.
